In view of the increased numbers of lepers 
on the Pacific coast in Canada, Parliament 
will be asked to increase the annual appro- 
priation on account of the care of lepers at 
this season. Dr. Smith in charge of the 
lazaretto in New Brunswick, reports that 
on Jan. 1 there were fe lg lepers 
eleven males and eleven females. Durin 
the year six new cases were admitted an 
two died. Dr. Smith reports that no lepera 
have been admitted to the hospital for 
several years past from Tracadie, so long its 
hiding place. The newcomers were gather- 
ed in from outlying districts, to which re- 
latives of leprous persons in Tracadie had 
removed yearsago. Dr. Smith says: ‘J 
am constantly on the watch, and have diffi- 
culty in finding some of the cases because 
they are hidden by their families and friends, 
By stamping out each new focus of lepros 
I feel quite confident that New Brenswick 
will soon be clear of the disease. To segre-

Although William II. has done nothir 
to demonstrate the reality of his pro 
sympathy for workingmen, he has disclosed 
a keen disappointment at the failure of the 
Socialists to vote for all candidates known 
to enjoy his favor, and at their refusal to 
proclaim themselves entirely contented 
with the present conditions. He has such 
an extravagant sense of his importance, and 
of the filial devotion of the German people, 
that he sup the Social Democrats 
would at the first good-natured overture 
from him consent to the extinction of their 
political organization. He was astonished 
to discover at the last general election for 
the Reichstag that the iste, instead 
of supporting the Government nominees, 
cast & vastly increased number of ballots 
for their own candidates, and thereby 
obtained a much larger representation in 
Pa:liament. Surprise became exasperation 
when the Socialist Congress at Erfurt un- 
animously reaffirmed its objections to the - 
existing order, although @ split took place 
between the majority, who advocated 
constitutional agitation, and the anarchical 
wing which prefers more expeditious 
and violent measures. In a word, the young 
Kaiser has found out how well founded was 
bismarck’s warning that the doctrines. of 
Karl Mark and the principle of paternal 

overnment are essentially irreconcilable, 
aving abandoned the plan of propitiation 
and reverted to the programme of coercion, 
William IT. will, of course, soon learn, as 
Bismarck learned,the difficulty of suppress- 
ing socialism, by the cumbrous machinery 
of the common law defining and punishing 
the crime of treason. We may therefore 
expect to see shortly the same sovere 
who prevented the reenactment of the 
special legislation against the Socialists, de- 
manding ita revival. Such a move on his

The British Cabinet, as readjusted in No- 
vember last, consists of Lord Salisbury, 
prime minister and foreign secretary ; Mr.

‘Junker trudged through the grass com- 
pass in hand, counting every step. At the 
expiration of each fifteen minutes he stopped 
and jotted down in his note book the dis- 
tance and the mean direction travelled in the 
preceding quarter of an hour. In the even- 
ing he entered the day's progress on his 
route map. He kept up this monotonous 
and trying foutine through the weeks and 
months of his long journey down the Welle 
Makua ; and when, at last, he was com- 
pelled toturn back, he continued the task 
till he reached once more his headquarters 
at Ndoruma’s. He had travelled down the 
river from this point, whose latitude and 
longitude he had previously determined, 
nearly four hundred miles.”

One 
of these negro tribes ia called the Boni from 
the name of the man who released the people 
from slavery. 

Boni was the intelligent and audacious ne- 
gro who, in 1772, revolted against his mas- 
ter on the cc ast of Dutch Guiana, destroyed 
his property, escaped with hundreds of 
other slaves, and founded a new home tor 
the — whom he piloted to the borders 
of French Guiana. For many decades all 
slaves who escaped from their masters were 
able to find their freedom among the Bonis. 
A curious story is told about Boni by the ox- 
plorer Henri Coudreau, who haa done so 
much to make the interior of French Guiana 
known, 

A long distance up the _Mareni River is 


a long time, Boni carried out the execution 
criminals whom he had condemned to 
death. The curious feature of his system of 
capital punishment waa that he required 
no assistance whatever in carrying his 
judgmenta into effect.

Stock Foods In Winter, 

An extensive breeder writes: . 
Generally the fo8s fed to the animals in 
winter are deficient in muscle-forming mat- 
ter, and in this respect we depart from the 
rules of nature. Foods rich in albumiroids 
form muscle, and give to the animals ao 
strength of system which will enable them 
to fatten well at the coy ge time. Growing 
and work animals should have a large ration 
of this muscle-forming food, the amount be- 


| ing generally fixed by growers at about 1.50, 


and milking animals, to produce good milk, 
should have a ration in whith the albumi- 
noids are present in the proportion of about 
1.34. 

Examining the various hays, grains and 
straws in the light of analysis, we find that 
their nutritive value is Jeficient generally in 
this very particular. We find them varying 
in the following proportion: Millet, 1.54; 
rye meal, 1.70; barley, 1.79; timothy hay, 
1.81, and corn, 1.86. All of these footls are 
deficient in albuminoids, and do nct come 
up to the standard required, either for milch 
cows or for growing or working animals, 
The muscle-forming element is lacking, and 
consequently the animals cannot take on 
their best growth under such a aystem of 
oe Thess, oat and rye straw are still 
more deficient in the muscle-forming ingre- 
dients than any of the above. 

But these hays, grains and straw furnish 
other nutritive values, which are at the 
basis of all growth, and they cannot be dis- 
carded simply because they are deficient in 
ong ingredient. ‘che ideal winter food is to 
make these grains and hays the basis of the 
feeding, and then add some other food which 
abounds in albuminoids to make up the de- 
ficiency in this one respect. We find this 
other food in wheat bran, which has an al- 
buminoid ratio of 1.39, almost the propor- 
tion needed for milch cows. Mixed with 
the hays and grains and straws, it supplies 
them with all the muscle-forming element 
required, Calves and colts are easily kept 
fat and apparently in good condition when 
fed on corn meal and hay, but to grow | 
rapidly and put on musvle, they must be fed | 
in addition wheat bran, oilgake or oats.

THE FRENCH COMPANY, 


The French company which has sprung 
this railway on the Holy Lard is not deal- 
ing with subjects of Herod the Tetrarch,nor 
forcing Apoetles to study time-tables and 
eat at railroad lunch counters. With all 
their trials they have escaped this at least, 
those holy men. 

The capital of the company is 4,000,090

A Victoria B. C. paper refers to the some- 
what humiliating fact that wherever the 
words ‘‘America” and * American” are 
used ina British newspaper, or other per- 
iodical, the United States or United States 
citizens are invariably meant. Never by 
any chance is the term ‘* American” applied 
toa Canadian, and the word ‘‘ America” 
never seems to suggest “Canada” to an 
Englishman. For instance, when Mr. Wil- 
liam Roberts, who is no lover of the United 
States or its institutions, héaded his article 
for the Fortnightly Review “The Adminis- 
tration of Justice in America,” it did not 
occur to him that his strictures might be 
taken to apply to Canada as well aa the 


United States, for Canada is quite as much 


a part of America as the United States is, 
and, leaving Alaska out, is quite as large if 
not larger. But Mr. Roberta does not in- 
clude Canada in his criticism on the admin. 
istration of justice in America, On the 
contrary, he takes very care to let his 
readers know that when he says “‘ America” 
he does not mean Canada. He, in fact, 
draws a atriking comparison with to 
the administration of justice and the en- 
forcement of law between the two countries. 
Mr. Roberts uses the word America in a 
very \restricted sense, for, with him, it 
means California, the State in which he 
lived some years, and with which he was 
best acquainted, To. those who take ex- 
ception to his making California # sample 
State, he says: ‘I willalsoask the er 
to cross the border into British Columbia, a 
much wilder and more s ly populated 
country than any of the American States on 
the Pacific Coast. I will then challenge 
him to point out any one of the Western 
States of the Union where life and property 
are ag secure as they are there, where crimes 
of robbery and violence are as infrequenc, 
where the law is administered as firmly, 
where punishment as surely follows convic: 
tion, and where, in consequence, lynch law 
is unknown. The Canadian Pacific and 
Northern Pacific Railways were built at the 
same time, both transcontinental lines, the 
one in British the other in American terri- 
tory. Why was it that on the former, 
murder and shooting scrapes, as they are 
called, when men fire at each other with 
pistols, were nnknown, while on the latter 
they were of daily occurrence? Iam told, 
perhaps, because men carts revolvers in 
America and not in British Columbia ; but, 
Task them, why men carry revolvers in 
America and not in British Columbia, when 
it is equally against the lawin both coun- 
tries to do so?”

From the réport of a lecture on this coun- 
try delivered by the Rev. A. C. Garrioch at 
Portage la Prairie we make the following 
extracts :— 

This much talked of country is 1,390 miles 
from here, 500 miles father north than Port- 
age and 700 miles farther west. To get there 
the traveller goes 1,040 miles by train, then 
350 by w and boat. It is supposed that 
the Peace River country derived its name 
from a treaty of peace made many years ago 
between the Beaver Indians and the Crees. 
The scenery of the country is magnificent. 
It abounds in timber and, putting the 
estimate at the lowest, Mr. Garrioch felt 
certain that the annual output of the coun- 
try before very long would be eight billion 
feet of lumber.

Still another method of converting iron 
into steel is announced, differing from the 
ordinary cementation process by the sabati- 
tution of carbonized or partially charred 
spent tan for the charcoal generally used. 
The resulting steel, it is claimed, is not 
blistered nor the grain of the iron bara de. 
leteriously affected, so that reheating or re- 
melting is Unnecessary, 


A sewing maching has been invented 
which stitches easily and rapidly through 
layers of leather five-cightha of an inch in 
thickness, this having been accomplished on 
& first exhibitory trial; in a second trial, 
stitches were made evenly and rapidly 
through a piece of bird's-eye maple three- 
eighths ofan inch thick; and, in a third 
test, the still more remarkable feat was 
achieved, viz., that of sewing through a lay- 
er of brass one-eighth of an inch thick, 
plabed between picces of leather. 


A parallel knitting machine is a recent 
invention, designed to prodace various forms 
of garmenta, such as corseta, trousers, com- 
bination garments, gloves, stockings, &c., 
in various patterns and colors, and of wool, 
silk, or cotton, with or without interwoven 
rubber thread. In this ingenious mechan- 
ism the needle beds are formed of perman- 
ent aud removable strips of steel, separated 
by flanges or projections, and clamped in 
position in the frame of the machine by 
means of set screws, The jacks are formed 
on a bar, in divisions to correspond with the 
width of the needle space divisions ; and the 
cams are mounted upon a plate, being lifted 
out of action, as the cam carriage travels 
along the slide bar, by stops and a slotted 
plate. At the bottom of each bed rollers 
carrying Jacquard cards are mounted upon 
rocking arms, these cards being caused to 
act upon the projecting tails of the needles 
by levers and slide bars, operated by cams 
on the shaft. Two or more swivelling bob.

Some Scotch chemists announce the dis. 
covery of a process for the extraction of gold 
and silver from the refractory gold and sil- 
ver sulphide ores of the Champion mines in 
New Zealand—ores well known for their 
very refractory nature—all the methods 
now in use have failed to treat them satis- 
factorily ; that is, the best results that have 
been obtained in former trials were by a 
process which took sixteen hours in treat- 
ment, with an extractin wer of from 85 
to 87 per cent, of gold and from 72 to 86 per 
cent, of silver, while with the new method 
the time for treatment is reduced from six- 
teen hours to four, and this with an extract- 
ing power of from 95 to 99 per cent, of gold, 
and 90 to 95 per cent, of silver. Again, from 
trials on two special grades of these sul- 
phide ores, remarkable results have been 
thus obtained without the ore being calcin- 
ed; that is, ore assaying one ouncd, one 
penny-weight, and eleven grains of gold and 
thirty-nine ounces, four pennyweights, and 
twenty-one grains of silver, showed-98 per 
cent, of the gold and 93 per cent, of the sil- 
ver : also, Fram ore assaying two ounces, 
nine peany weights gold and fifty-mine ounces 
nineteen pennyweights and seven grains sil- 
ver, as high as 90,62 per cent, of the gold 
and 95,39 per cent, of the silver have been 
takeh out.

these tests being made by driving the nail 
to within one-quarter of an inch of the head 
and then attaching the weight, The con- 
clusions set forth in view of these circum- 
stances emphasize the point that the rough- 
ness of the cut nail adds to the holding 
power, and the square or parallel grain of a 
cut nail haga greater bearing surface than 
the round nail.. ‘There are as many nails to 
the pound of some sizes in the cut nail as in 
the other. The steel cut nail is smooth and 
lacking ‘in adhesive power. Then the 
head being of non-tibrona maverial, the last 
blow generally knocks it off, a great dis- 
advantage. It is admitted that in finishing 
and casing work the wire nail has its 
bnt not in rough, heavy outside work.

Barrels and casks are now suacessfully 
turned out direct from the tres—that is, 
without the wood seg, Bay be cut up into 
numerous staves. By this method; which 
is known as the Oncken system, the tree 
stem is first sawn into lengths to suit that 
of the cask to be made, and these lengths 
are boiled for about three hours io a closed 
vessel, which renders the wood solf, a cur- 
rent of electricity being also passed eereet 
the water during the boiling process. The 
log is taken from the boiler to the oe at 
machine—in which it is fixed asa lathe, 
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brought up against a long broad cutting 


blade-—the log is revolved, the knife auto- 
matically approaches it, and the sheet of 
cod passses out to the rear of the machine 
through an opening in the frame just at the 
edge of the blade, as in a plane. The sheet 
of wood is drawn from the machine on to a 
table, where it is cut into lengths suitable 
for the diameter of the barrel ; the lengths 
are taken loa grooving machine, and groov- 
ed near the edges for receiving the head and 
bottom of the cask ; the wood is now put 
into another machine, which cute long, nar- 
row, V-pieces, or guaseta, out of the edges 
at intervals, which give the necessary double 
taper to the cask. The sheets of wood are 
finally formed up into a cylinder, and the 
firet two “ps Tiven on by the machine, 
there being thus only one stave in the cask, 
and, consequently, only one joint. The

object, but on a neat card that might be 
hung in every post office and ‘municipal office 
and chamber in the land. The statiatics 
would make a valuable centrepiece for a cal- 
endar, and would serve better than any- 
thing else to convince grumblers and grunt- 
ere that the residents of other countries die 
equally as frequently and suffer quite as 
much as the inhabitants of this fair Canada 
of ours. A spirit of contentment is the great- 
est incentive to health. The hardy pioneer, 
the tough, rough and ever-ready woods- 
man, and the brave, industrious, intel- 
ligent frugal farmer are a blessing to God, 
themselves and their country.

Of 
all those diseases of which the orgs has 
not yet been discovered it is perfectly well 
known that they are due te organism. 
This is evident from the growth ef them in 
the — pron. Tyrone The sufferer tin 
ceives only en to himaelf, bat 
gives off camagha to peinn betiee It is 
evident, therefore, that reproduction 
is going on, and nothing in na- 
ture is ever reproduced except an or- 
ganism. Futhermore, these poisons, like 
other organisms, breed true. cred . 
duces only smallpox, just as dogs pretase 
dogs and rose trees roses, The fact that

opiam or arsenic, the fall effecta are shown 

moat as soon as it can be taken inte the 
system. But it is very different with the 
poisons of smallpox, malaria, and kindred 
‘diseases. A period varying from two days 
to two weeks elapses between the rece 
of the poison by the syster and the fire® 
evidence that it is there. The poison has 
immensely multiplied in the interval. This 
is, of course, evidence of reproduction. If 
the full strength which the poison has ac- 
quired in its latter » were introduced 
into the system immer intely, the patient 
would die from the attack, justas he dies 
from #dose of arsenic. However, the effects 
are acattered over many weeka.

The harm that 
these organisms produce is evident from the 
fact that they feed on the same materials 
that tissues of the body do—nitrogen and 
wa ter. 

Now comes the question, Why do not 
these germs go on increasirg indefinitely ? 
In sh words, why does anybody get 
well? The answer is that the malarial upon 
which they feed in the systen is limited. 
An organiem which grows in and at tne 

, expense of another organism isa parasite, 
Now, « ite does not grow all over the 
body. ere ia generally only one 
where it can grow, The parasite which 
grows in muscle will not grow in the skin, 
and the reverse. Why this is so is not 
known, but it ie a fact. The locality in 
which the parasite grows is called ite nidus 
that is, nest, In the nidus is 
the skin ; in typhoid fever it is a particular 
set of glands in the bowel. It is because 
smallpox, scarlet fever, and measles have 
their nidus in the skin, and therefore in 
direct communication with the atmosphere 
that they are so con us.

Mr. Edward Muybridge of the University 
of Pennsylvania, whose study of animal 
locomotion and volume on that subject made 
him famous a tew years ago, has set himself 
toa new task. He believes that he is on 
the right track towards the constraction of 
a working flying machine, and with the sup- 
~ of such men as Edison, Sir John Lub- 

k, Von Helmholtz, Sir William Thomp- 
son, and others, is prepared to push forward 
hie investigations. 


By these scientific men the flying machine, 
in its perfected state, has long been regarded 
as a certainty of tke future. Bat a flying 
machine to be rlect, these men—and 
among them Edison especially—consider, 
must sail a swiftly as a bird flies, and 
must answer to ita helm as easily and with 
as much precision as does a ship. They 
hold that there is but one method of con- 
struct.on that will secure this result ; that 
is to model the machine after the wings 
of a bird or of an insect. But they re- 
ecgnize the almost insurmountable difficulty 
of imitating a bird’s wing, with its numer- 
ous complicated revolutions and its hun- 
dreds of feathers, each of which performs 
& certain function. They also recognize 
that, although as yet they have 
only a theoretical knowledge of the 
flight of insects, an insect’s wing pte- 
sents about the one-thousandth pert of the 
difficulty of imitation in the bird's. 

For this reason scientists feel that a 
knowledge of the aerial navigation of insects 
will be the greatest leap forward that has 
yet been made toward the proper construc- 
tion of the flying machine. They also feel 
that this knowledge can only be obtained 
through photography, and that the only 
man who is capable of conducting the deli- 
cate and precise instantaneous exposures 
that the work will require is as has been 
evinced by this world-renowned ‘Animal 
Locomotion,” Mr. Muybridge, 


Mr. Muybridge who has recently returned 
from an extended European tour regards 
with considerable approval the wishes of 
his scientific friends. He is willing to under- 
take the project, which he calls a ‘‘ a study 
of the aerial and terrestrial locomotion of 
insects,” and so stated last night, at his re- 
sidence, 

“ The knowledge that might be gleaned 
from the study of insects—I mean, of course, 
from a study of their aerial locomotion,” he 
said, ‘‘ would be of incalculable value to 
the many renowned gentlemen who now are 
devoting their attention to the flying ma- 
chine, That I am right in this assertion 
has been attested by every scientist with | 
whom I have conversed. Edison has told | 
me that he firmly believes a perfect flyin 
machine some a will be invented, he 
that he also believes the wing of a fly is the 
model upon which that machine will be con- 
structed. Lubbock and Helmholtz and 
Langley of Johns Hopkins University. Ray 
Lankester, and Sir William Thompson—a 
group of names that are probably the most 
renowned in the scientific circles of to-day 
share Mr, Edison’s opinion, and unite with 
him in urging me to make a study of the

tage. A fly's wing is but a flat surface, and 
itsaction, so far as is known, is in but two 
directions, upward and downward. Rut a 
bird’s wing, besides being covered with a 
myriad of Teather, each of which, as I said 
has its own particular function, in its ac- 
tion takes four distinct positions, each of 
which is so complicated as to defy imi- 
tation. 

After the perfect flying machine has been 
constructed,” he continued, ‘the question 
remains as to the sort of power with which 
ta run it, This, however, is a question that 
can be easily solved, electricity, the gas en- 
gine, or a dynamite engine working on the 
same principle as the gas engine, all being 
motive powers that could be readily utilized. | 

Mr. Muybridge concluded with the state- 
ment that while he would gladly, undertake 
the demonstration of the insects flight that 
‘has been suggested to him.

3. One aecre‘of clover or grass is 
worth more than two of grain where 
No grass or clover is raised.

5. The farmer who never reads the 
papers, sneers at book farming and im- 
provements, always has a leaky roof, 
poor stock, broken down fences, and 
always complains of “ bad seasons.”

A Fameus Bone, 


The famous “Oberammergay Stone,” 
which has a human face full of “sorrow,” 
plainly pictured by the hand of nature upon 
its surface, was lately on exhibition at the 
Woman's Industrial Exchange, Baltimore. 
The Sun, of that city, characterized it as 
‘one of the most curious freaks of nature 
that has ever been found.” While we are 
‘willing ‘to admit, if all stories of the famous 
stone of Oberammergau are true, that the 
owner of this relic has a veritable wonder 
in her possession, we will not admit that it 
is **the most wonderful freak of nature ever 
found” ever in the line of “‘taces in stones.” 

Plisy, about the time of Christ, mentions 
pares seen an agate, the lines and mack- 
ings of which formed a perfect picture of 
Apollo, and the Nine Muses. 6 repro- 
duction was so striking that little children 
recognized it on sight. 

Majolus, another writer of high standing, 
saw an agate inthe collection of a jeweler 


at Venice, which, when polished, showed a’ 


perfect natural picture of a shepherd, crook 
in hand, and a cloak thrown loosely over 
his shoulders. 

IntheChurchofSt. John, Pisa, Italy, there 
is a piece of stone heavily marked with red, 
blue, and yellow spar, the lines representin 
an old man with heavy beard, with a bell in 
his hand, seated beside a small stream. ‘To 
the faithful it is known as the “St. Anthony 
Stone,” because of it being a perfect likeness 
of that saint, even to the minor details of 
tunic and bell. 

The **One-legged John,” another stone 

icture, is mm the Temple of St. Sophia, at 
nstantinople. The picture is on a marble 
slab and was found py quarrymen in Italy. 
it is perfect in every detail with the excep- 
tion that the saint is provided with but one 
leg and foot. 

A piece of ballast stone picked up by Mr. 
Laughton. when that gentleman was Spanish 
Consul at Boston, showed two perfect human 
heads and faces, all the outlines of hair and 
features being perfectly distinct, the natural 
portraits being much darker than the sur- 
rounding stone. 

Other instances of faces in stones might 
be cited but the above prove that the Ober- 
ammergau is not unigue.

Every Spring They Come. Every Autemn 
They Ge. 


Inatinct must be a great difficulty to the 
materialist ; one of the greatest with which 
it has to contend. Whence isit? What is 
it? 
beaver to construct ite dam, the equirrel to 
lay up its hidden stores, the spider to spin its 
silken web; the guiding impulse which in 
the latter days of the dying year takes from 
us half our feathered frienda, and brings to 
us in their place a host of their hardier fel- 
lows... We have the facta. Every spring 
they come, every autamn they go. And as 
they arrive they meet others leaving, and as 
they leave they meet those others returning 
~~ double ebb and flow of feathered life. 
And surely enough of interest attaches to 
these periodical migrations without the 
need for prying iuto questions which we 
shall never be able to anawer, and discns- 
sing problema which no finite mind can 
solve. And, after all, we do know the two 
great causes which act as the principal fac- 
tors in turning birds twice a year into feath- 
ered pilgrims. One cause is climate, the 
other cause is food. A bird like the fieldfare, 
‘although hardier than its first cousin, the 
thrush, is nevertheless unable to bear the 
rigors of a northern winter, and so travels 
southward as soon as the leaves begin to fall. 
Sometimes even our winter is too severe for 
its constitution, and then it travels farther 
still, and spends just afew days with us on 
its return journey in the spring. The swift, 
on the other hand, a native of Northern 
Africa, can not endure the heat of « tropical 
summer, and eo files away- northward in 
time to eacape the pitiless scorching of an 
almost equatorial sun. Probably no bird is 
80 sensitive to extremes ot heat, and cold. 
It leaves its home'to avoid the heat and ye+ 
suffers terribly if the air be chill in the land 
of its temporary sojourn. 
have swifts been picked up dying and dead 
in the later days ofan English «pring, 
chilled through by a biting northerly wind, 
or frozen by the cold blast which comes with 
the hail of a vernal thunder storm. 


The question of food, of course, is depend- 
ent upon that of climate. Autumn frosts be- 
ing, and the insects disappear, and «0 the 
birds which prey upon those insects are per- 
foree obliged to depart, driven hence not 
pep Aa stress of weather, but also by want 
of food. But again, although our British 
Islands can not supply the swallow, and the 
swift, and the nightjar with the insects 
which they need, they can supply the red- 
wing and the fieldfare with worms, and 
snails, and slugs, and nips and haws. And 
so we extend hospitality, as it were, to one 
class ef birds, although compelled to refuse 
it to another, and the autumnal exodus is 
balanced by an autumnal immigration. 

Much the same order ia ved by these 
traveling birds, both in their srrival and 
departure. The chiff-chaffand the willow- 
warbler (hay-bird,” the rustics call him) are 
payleged the first to come, and usuasly the 
last to go. Sometimes one sees them even 
in the gusty days of March, and they linger 
on until the first frosts of autumn bring 
down the last remaing leaves from the trees. 
Close upon them follows the active little 
sand-martin, bound for the steep, saft-wall- 
ed bape wherein it can scoop out its odd 
little exertion, and not much fear of moles- 
tation. Then one notices a house-martin or 
two, pioneers of the host which will appear 
a few days later ; and then the fork-tailed 
awallows come; and last of all the ewifts, 
which are seldom to be seen before the lat- 
ter end of May.

swallows do not migrate, but at the approach 
of winter conceal themselve deep down in 


8 ponds or streams, and there, clinging to- 


gether in great clusters, lie torpid until the 
warm days of spring call them once more to 
active life, Strange how these false old 
notions live on in spite of daily spreading 
knowledge. 

The swiftis one of the very few birds 
which do not seem utterly exhausted by 
their long journey over the sea. Five 
mintues after ite arrival itis hawking for 
flies as actively as if it had just left ite nest 
after a long night’s repose, for its astonish- 
ing physique is scarcely susceptible of 
fatigue, and the untiring muscles are like so 
many rods and strands of tempered steel, 
Swallows are leas vigorous, and are general- 
ly glad enough to rest awile on the the rig- 
ging of auy vessel which they chance to 
meet. And when they reach the land at 
last one often sees them sitting in hucdreds 
upon the shore too wearied even to snap at 
thé sand-flies which are flitting in thousand 
around him, 


So with other birds as well. Their 
strength seems most accurately adjusted to 
the length of their journey, and the immi- 
grants as they arrive drop upon the shore, 
utterly unable to fly for another hundred 
yards. If they chance to be blown out of 
their course by contrary winds, and find no 
place whereon to rest awhile, they perish. 
The gulls and the terns are better off, for 
they can sit onthe sea itself and rest as long 
as they will; But the poor migrants, less 
favored by their #tructure, have no such 
power, and to them to stop in their flight, 
unless to perch awhile upon the yards of 
some friendly ship, means death. 

How these birds find their way to the ex- 
act spot which they left six months before 
is a puzzleindeed, yetsotheydo. A mark- 
ed pair of awallows have been known to re- 
turn year after year to the very same spot 
beneath the eaves of the very same house, 
winging their way thither over some 3,000 
or 4,000 intervening miles of land and sea. 
What a marvelous memory the birds must 
have thus to recollect all the details of a 
journey which they have taken perhaps bat 
once previously, and that six or seven months 
before! For they must surely carry with 
them a mental map of the country over 
which they have passed, clear and distinct 
in every detail, indelibly photographed upon 
their tiny brains. Wonderful as is the in- 
stinct of the carrier pigeon, which brings it 
safely home from a distance of hundreds of 
miles, itis as nothing compared with that 
of these tiny migrants, in whose case the 
hundreds of miles to be traveled are replac- 
ed by as many thousands, and which have to

Since the days of Daedalus Icarian prob- 
lems have occupied the minds of men, and 
the number of sirships and flying-machines 
has once more been increased by a new ap- 
paratus constructed abroad. inventor 
of thia new contrivance pro to build a 
machine that is shaped like. a bird, and 
which is to be used like a parachute by the 
wronauts. To make the parachute govern- 
able te the will of man is by no means a new 
idea, nor is it a recent thing to model a 
flying-machine after the pattern of « bird 
but to use a flying-machine with the wings 
and tail of a bird as a governable parachute 
is & distinctly original feature with the 
strong probability of success. In his descent 
from « balloon the wronuat can devjate from 
the vertical course of the parachute with 
the use of thismachine, and under favorable 
conditions can land in places which are 
twenty times as far removed from the point 
immediately below where the descent began 
asthe simultaneous height of the balloon 
from. the earth.

The 
great momentum of the Whitehead torvedo, 
armed with Captain Wilson’s new torpedo 
cutters, enabled it to cut its way through

vince. The measure is a very import- 
ant one, aud the following debate on 
the subject will prove interesting to our 
readers :—- 


Mr. Haney said thy fooling Lad gone 
abroad that the county councila wore 
too large and expensive. The means 
for electing councillors had grown cum- 
bersome and unwieldy, and a remedy

county councillors di not require a 
high standard of brain power. © Their 
chtof duties were to look after poor- 
houses, jaila, the adjustment of assots 
and liabilities in case of separation, con- 
taol of roads and bridges and other 
small matters. He thought that all the 
work could be transcted by 5, 7, 9 or 
12-men just as well as 40 or 50. In 
1884 the Government sent letters to 
large numbers of representative men 
asking their opinion upon the matters. 
Their wore 523 who replied in favour 
of reduction, and 180 »sgainst. It is 
provided that the county clerk shall at 
next municipal election submit to the 
electors the question whether or not 
they desire to have the Act which will 
pass this seasion become law, and have 
their county council reduced, Then in 
every county where the sloctors so do- 
cide the Act will come into force and 
notin those where tho people vote 
against it. The clerk will not submit 
the question to the electors in counties 
where there are less or only 15 county 
councillors, in that case the councillors 


»must decide whether or not the electors. 


may yote upon it, but in all cases where 
the number of councillors oxcoed 15 the 
clerk will sudmit the question to the 
people without the consent of the eoun- 
cil. The bill provides that counties not 
containing more than 40,000 inhabitants 
shall have but 7 councillors; more than 
40,000 and lvss than 60, 000, 9 council: 
lors, and for 60,000 or greater, 11 mem- 
bers. Cities and towns seperated from 
the county are not to be incladed in the 
county. None of the members of the 
county council will be allowed to hald 
office in the township council.

Her own 
parents had got rid of her, and since she had 
married into another family and gone to an- 
other village, they had washed their hands 
of her, The parents of ‘her late husband, 
now that the family bad lost his share of the 
common land, looked upon her and her chil- 
dren as drones, whom they had to feed with- 
out getting any return. When, therefore, 
@ suitor presented himself, the unforturate 
woman was compelled to accept him and 
follow him to a distant village. 

Soon afterward the famine broke out, and 
the peasant, a drunken fellow, began to 
thrash and starve his wife and children and 
continually threatened to kill them. The 
village elder tried to establish peace and 


domestic happiness in the hat, but failed, 
and finally the poor woman was turned ovt 
by her brutal husband ; the children were 
stripped of their furs and almost naked, 
without food or money, they wandered back 
to the village from which they had been 
brought. 
But here no mercy awaited ¢hem. ‘Lhe 
ta of the unfortunate mother’s first 
usband were anything but delighted to see 
her, and treated her quite as harshly as her 
eevond husband had done. She had now 
sought refuge in the hut of another relative, 
The priest who accompanied me assured 
me that there were hundredeand thousands 
of women in exactly the same plight as this 
young peasant. 
LOANS OF BRRAD. 


One of the most grievous forms in which 
the tyranny of the village commune is felt 
st present is the system upon which the 
loans of bread and food which the wealthier 
ts make to the poorer ones to enable 
the latter to tide over the days of starva- 
tion, which set in at the end of the month 
after the Government advances of flour has 
been consumed. These loans the poor 

nt has to repay to his better-off neigh- 
ras soon as he receives the following 
month's provisions, and prompt repayment 
is enforced by the community. Yet the 
Government relief leaves no margin for such 
repayment. 
he Staresta, or Elder, is himself terror- 
ized by. the community and forced to return 
on his list of destitute persons not those 
whom he considers really necessitious, but 
those who insist upon being returned. 
Thus it trequertly happens that the well- 
to-do and independent peasants receive aid, 
while the really poor are over. 

The communal system is based on joint 
responsibility for the taxes. Thus it is not 
the individual peasant who is taxed ; it is 
the village community, consisting of so 
many ‘‘souls” or taxable units, and these 
are jointly responsible. The wealthy peas- 
ant may, therefore, have to pay the'taxes of 
his poor and thriftless neighbor. This sys- 
tem is called the ‘‘ Kragovaya Poruka.” It 
has the effect of paralyzing individual effort, 
but is supposed to be one of the funda- 
mental institutions of ‘‘Slavonism,” by 
which Russia is distinguished from Western 

Surope. How far the Krugovaya Poruka 
is conducive toaltruism the famine shows. 
Since the village commune is held respon- 
sible for the loans of corn from the Govern- 
ment, the rich as well as the poor desire a 
share of corn advanced. 

THE GERMAN COLONISTS. 


T was talking on this subject to a Zemstov 
official here when he replied: “It is all 
very well for you to abusé the Mir (village 
commune), but that form of land tenure 
seems to be particularly adapted to Russians. 
Take the German colonists, for instance. 
They arrive here with their German customs 
and institutions and yet they found it ex- 
pediont to adopt the Russian system of the 
vill commune, and the Krugovaya 
Poruka.” : 

This speech was made before T had had 
an opportunity of visiting the German col- 
onists. I have since learned that these set- 
tlers truly enough did find it expedient to 
adopt the Russian system of land tenure, 
because that was the condition upon which 
they were allowed to live in the country, 
But those most competent to judge, the 
colonists themselves, attribute the steadily 
increasing poverty and destitution from 
which ey are suffering to this very 
system, , 
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The Czar’Crown. 


The Russian crown and other royal insig- 
nia, together known as ‘‘the crown jewels,” 
are valued at the enormous sam of $11,000,- 
000, taking the moncy of the United States 
as a basis of calculation. The crown itself 
is reckoned as being worth 36,000,000 in cool 
cash, It is adorned with hundreds of dia- 
monds, individual specimens being worth all 
the way from a few dollars up to many thou 
sands. Besides the diamonds, which makes 
this costly head-covering look as if it had 
been buried in « shower of falling stars, 
there are fifty-four magnificent pearls, each 
without a flaw, set around the rim, a ruby 
of extraordinary size and beauty being used 
as a cénterpiece. The crown was made 
by Panzie, the Genevese jeweler, and was 
first used by Catherine the Great, ~ 
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Revere Winter im Southern Idaho. 


This winter in southern Idaho is reported 
to be the severest since 1£70. The hills are 
covered with snow from two to five feet deep 
and the cattle that were not driven to the 
lowlands before the snow set in are perishing 
from cold and starvation by hundreds. The 
sufferings of the animals are terrible. A 
ranchman coming into Boise City a few days 
ago reported having seen hundreds of dead 
cattle in hollows and depressions, where 
they had taken refuge from the bitter cold. 
Un one ranch 300 horses were unable to find 
food for nearly two weeks. They were on 
a big range and could not be reached for 
several days. When found they had eaten 
each other's manes and tails. Many have 
died since. The ranchmen predict that un- 
less the snow melts very soon but few of the 
cattle on the ranges now will survive. 


Civilization and Pducation Increase the 
Stereptibilty te Pain-—The Lewer Ant- 
mals Almest Free From tt. 


We cannot explain the grim fact of all 
animal suffering, as we can a great propor 
tion of that endured by humankind, by 
showing that it is the just retribution 
for rsonal or ancestral wrong-doing. 
In the world of animals the sins of 
the father are not visited upon 
the children even tothe first and second 


which rule the bodily natures of ani- 
mals are different from those which govern 
the physical constitution of man, but be- 


cause @n unreasoning being cannot do wrong, | 


and in this respect is little more than a liv- 
ing machine actuated and impelled by blind 
instancta. And the instincts of an animal 
all tend in the direction of self-preservation. 
They reach it to satisfy its needs, but with- 
out giving way to excess; they preserve it 
from over-indulgence in the bodily passions 
they led it, in a word to observe all the laws 
of health, We are very apt to fall into the 
habit of estimating the pain inflicted upon 
an animal by a given injury by that which 
& corresponding injury would occasion 
in ourselves, 
so? For “ pain” even in the human subject 
is purely a relative term. It expresses a 
very real sensation ; but it does not express 
ite degree. And, as far as mankind is con- 
cerned, the sense of pain, in the intensity 
in which it can be felt, depends very largely 
indeed upon two great factors. 

The firstof these is civilization. It is almost 
& truism to assert that the white man sniffers 
indnitely more from a bodily injury than 
the savage. His brain and nervous system, 
as the outcome of centuries’ of intellectual 
improvement, are far more developed and 
far more highly strung ; so that Dr. Felkin, 
who, in the course of a long series of surgi- 
cal operations performed upon patients of 
all nationalities, enjoyed unusual facilities 
for forming an opinion arrived at the delib- 
erate conclusion that the sasceptibility to 
painof the average European, as compared 
with that of the average negro, wasas three 
toone. The stoicism of the North Ameri- 
can Indian at the stake has often been ad- 
duced as a striking evidence of fortitude 
under extreme suffering ; but it seems, as a 
matter of fact, to be quite as largely due to 
dulness of the sensory nerves. And it is 
well known that savages of almost every 
race will endure, and be comparatively un- 
affected by, injuries chat would at once lay 
a civilized man prostrate. 
ample, the horrible rites of “‘ initiation” into 
the full privileges of manhoed practised by 
the Mandans, the Maquarri dance of the 
natives of Guiana, and the still more hideous 
sundance of many of the North Ameri- 
can tribes. And when we read of a 
Kaffir laughing merrily at the appearance 
which his own thigh, after a severe compound 
fracture, presented ; and of a second, whose 
skull had been broken in by a blow from a 
knobkerry, submitting calmly and without 
anesthetics to the operation of trepanning, 
and walking away afterward as though 
nothing had happened ; and of a third hold- 
ing on his cheek, which had been almost 
entirely sliced off by a blow from a sword, 
and yet yelling and shouting with his com- 
rades in the full enjoyment of victory—we 
may not feel inclined to deny that the savage 
ec but we cannot hold that he feels as we 

eel, 

And the second factor is that of education 
which greatly increases the natural suscepti- 
siaent to pain. The agricultural laborer is 
much less sensitive of nerve than the artisan 
and tilearisan than the scholar and the brain- 
worker. And Dr. Felkin, in the investiga. 
tions alluded to above, also discovered that 
the effect of a fair measure of education upon 
& negro was to increase his susceptibility to 
pain by one-third, 
only civilization carried on, results in a still 
further development of the brain, and con- 
sequently of the nervous system which de- 
pends upon it, and the price for increased 
intelligence is paid in increased sensibility 
to pain. So that an injury which to the 
man of intellect may mean positive agony, 


by the ploughman will be not only endur- | 


able, but scarcely noticed at all. For it 
was the brain, and: the brain alone that 
feels although the actual sensation is local- 
ized. Cut the trunk-nerve which connects 
the seat of the injury with the brain, and 
the pain which that injury produced in- 
stantly ceases to be felt. For the nervesare 
as telegraph wires, which communicate the 
fact of the injury to the brain, and receive 
in return the sensation which it experiences. 
And it is therefore easy to understand how 
the degree of development to which the 
brain has attained affects and controls the 
degree of intensity of possible pain, 


When tne sensuveness of the negro, 
compared with that of the European, is but 
ono to three, what relation to the latter is 
borne by the sensitiveness of the monkey? of 
the bird ? of the reptile and the fish ? of crea- 
tures lower still? Ascertained facts, in- 
deed, seem to show us that hy the lower 
forms of animal life very little pain, as we 
understand the word, can be felt at all. 
Lobsters, for intance, will voluntarily de- 
prive themselves of their claws if suddenly 
alarmed by some such sound aa that caused 
by the firing of a heavy gun above them. A 
crab, seized while feeding by a greater and 
& stronger, will continue its meal being it- 
self devoured, A fish, torn and mangled 
by the hook, will return ina moment or 
two to the bait, with its appetite unimpar- 
ed. A blind- worn or a sand lizard, if unex- 
pectedly seized, will snap its body in twain, 
and glide away, none the worse for the 
mutilation, to reproduce the severed snb- 
stance. It is hard, indeed, in cases such as 
these, to insist that pain in our sense of 
i term, can be in any real degree endur- 
ed.

THE LINGHAM GOLD MINE. 


Monday's Belleville 
gays i-— 

Mr. F. R.Lingham had with him in 
town to day 70 ounces of gold, worth 
$12 per ounce, the product of 172 tons 
of ore taken from tho Lingham gold 
mine, in Belmont. In addition to the 
bullion there was 916 pounds of con- 
centrates, valued at $668, which would 
make the total yield of the 172 tons of 
ore $1,718, or $10 por ton. 

This is most satisfactory, as tho cost 
of mining and reducing the. rock is 
rather less Shan $3 per ton, and the 
result will. be a great impetus to gol 
mining: in this region. 

Mr. Lingham. said his associates, who 
are to be dongratulated on the success 
which has attended their energy and 
enterprise, were making preparations to 
put in a mill which will crush 100 tons 
por day. . It will be operated by elec- 
tricity, the power being obtained at 
Deer River and transmitted a distance 
of two miles. 

Their mill and process—Crawford’s 
patent—is the only one which has treat- 
ed the ores of this region with ontire 
satisfaction, and to Mr. Lingham is to 
be accorded the credit for introducing 
it. 

We may now confidently look for a 
marked development in geld mining 
in this district. 

ANOTHER TEST. 

A practical miner, who is interested 
ina gold mine in Kaladar, having learn- 
ed of the successful operation of the 
Crawford process of reduction to the 
gold-bearing tock of the Lingham mine, 
arranged with the managers of that con- 
cern for a test of 11 tons from his loca- 
tion. The weather and reads, which 
wore alike bad, prevented the delivery 
of more than 7 tons at the mill, but this 
was put through, and the result proved 
highly satisfactory, showing that the 
atine can be made to yield a handsome 
profit.

The Distance to the Sun, 


Many readers of the Companion may have 
seen the transit of Venus in 1882, when the 
earth’s beautiful sister planet, moving in its 
orbit exactly between the earth and the 
sun, appeared upon the bright disk of the 
latter in the shape of a round black spot—a 
world in silhouette, Although almost . ten 
pei have elapsed, astronomers have hard- 
y yet completed the compntations &nd dis- 


“cussions required to give us the best possible 


knowledge of the sun’s distance that can be 
derived from the observations made at that 
time. 

Prof. Anwers has recently published the 
results of the observations made by the Ger- 
man astronomers during both the transit of 
1882 and the previous transit of Venus in 
1874. After carefully comparing the meas- 
urements made on the two occasions, and | 
correcting as nearly as possible all the! 
known errors, he finds for what is known as 
the sun’s parallax 8.880". This simpl 
means that’ half of the diameter of the earth 
as seen from the sun would subtend an 
— of eight seconds and eight hundred 
and eighty one-thousandths of a second. 

The distance of the sun, as indicated by |

drawn. The Imperial Government consider- 
ed it beneath its dignity to a a Consul 
on probation, and as the British Foreign 
Office persisted in the limitation trial of one 
year, China refused to make the appoint- 
ment, One cannot do otherwise than 
aprove the dignified conduct of the Chinese 
Government in this matter. The arrange- 
ment with regard to Hong Kong was one of 
those half concessions which are more pro- 
ductive of Jissatisfaction and ill feeling wa 
would have been a total refusal. There are 
many cases in which it is virtually impos- 
sible to grant to China the full privileges 
which we allow civilized nations in general, 
because we hold her customs and laws as 
barbarous. If China asks these privileges © 
the best couree is to give a decided refusal, 
and thus end the matter. 5 

What the future effect of this breach of 
friendly diplomatic relations between Great 
Britain and Chiaa will amount to, cannot be 
foreseen. The pride of the Chinese has 
been seriously wounded, and should an® 
occasion arise by which this fancied in 
may be returned, China will not let it . 
The retusal to grant the counsniship has, 
however, greatly a the Chinese in- 
habitants of Hong Kong who infinitely pre- 
fer British rule to Chinese maladministra- 
tion and the extortion always —— by 
the official mandarins. Probably the larger 

t of the Chinese population of Hong 
ong is composed of people who have re- 
moved from Canton and other cities to 
escape the yoke of Chinese government, 
and the prospect of a return to this by the 
establishment of a consulate was by no 
means favorably received by them. Ita re- 
fusal has tended to concilate this class of 


the le, although at the expense of the 
good will of the Imperial Government.

It is Professor King’s opinion that the 
balloon necessary to make a trans-Atlantis 
voyage should be a hydrogen one, and the 
capacity should be from 400,000 to 500,000 
cubic feet. He believes that a trip through 
a high altitude, say three and one-half milec 
high, as has been suggested by some acro- 
nauts, is not advisable. His idea is that 
the balloon should carry a drag rope 1.090 
or 2,000 feet long, with the end trailing in 
the water. In this way the balloon could 
strike a ourrent of air and travel with it 
across the ooean. 

There would be two cars attached to the 
balioon. The, upper one would carry the 

pgers and the food, The lower one 
would be used as a cuisine, and could be 
descended into by means of a rope ladder. 
The idea is to have the cuisine removed 
from the upper car about the space of 
twenty-feet, so that there wouldrbe no 
danger from the coal oil stove.

The World's Largest Bells. 


The largest bell in France is about to be 
hung in the beautiful Church of the Sacred 
Heart, which is just being completed on 
the steep hill of Montmartre, to the north 
of Paris. This bell, which is the gift of the 
faithful in the Department of Savoy, weighs 
about 55,000 pounds. Itis ten feet high, 
with a diameter of about ten teet at the 
base. Two men could stand inside of it 
easily. While by no means the largest bell 
in the world, this big fellow is considerably 
larger than any other bell in France, The 
largest bell in the Cathedral of Notre Dame 
weighs less than 40,000 pounds, while that 
in the famous Cathedral of Rheims weighs 
hardly more than 30,000 pounds. 

All these bells sink into insignificance, 
however, when compared with the great 


‘bell at Moscow, which weighs about 500,000 


pounds. Next in weight are the bells of 
Protzkoy, 350,000 pounds; of Pekin, 125,- 
000 pounds ; of St, Ivan, in Moscow, 115,000
